'hen revolve the churn a few times 
tUI the butter Is partially gathered nnd 
allow It to stand, if convenient, for an 
hour ot two, so the salt may become 
thoroughly dissolved, and finish work¬ 
ing either by revolving in the churn 
or taking It out.—Bulletin Indiana Sta¬ 
tion.
